Before reading 
e Children point to the cover and name things they know. 
e Children try to read the title. 


While reading 

e Children listen to the story. Point to the pictures as 
they listen. This will help them understand the story. 
Example: Point to the lion and the car on page 4 
for I see a car. 

e Children listen to the story again and read along. 

e Children read the story. Help them with words they 
do not know. 


After reading 


e Children point to the pictures and name things they know. 
e Children read the phonics words and sight words 
on page 3. 
e Children take on the role of one of the characters. 
Role-play the story. 


e Cover up some words in the story. Read the story and stop 
at each covered-up word. Children say the missing word. 


e Children do all the activities on pages 12-15. Check answers 
with the children. 


e Children talk about the story. What did they like? 
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The animals come to a picnic. 
What do they bring to share?
